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Has Boss Psychology Changed Itself For Good? 


W llKKKVER workers gathered to- 
aether Ihese days, should he 

discussed, the first queation anked is, 
*TJow Itinsr will the presenf chanp^Gd ftlll- 
tude Oh llio part of employers townrd high 
wages eontitiue?” 

‘*Ts there a changed attitude?'* There is, 
t ran’t notice it,” replies the line- 
man. '"nnd r can’t notice it/’ declorea the 
rnitroad worker, and the miner. 

Despite these objections, those worker 
leaders whose duty it is to meel employera 
in wage negotiations, report a tessening of 
the tension between bosses and men. in 
one n^spect at least, on the question of the 
relation of high wages to prosperity. Fof* 
merly employers took the unreasonable view 
that high wages tended to boost I he cost 
of living, to cause a curtailment of prodne* 
tion, and event ually the break-down of in* 
dustriat machinery, with depression and 
panicH ensuing. On the other hand, labor 
boldly contended that high wages were the 
vofy life and substance of prosperity. With- 
out money taken back front industry by the 
workers, consumption flagged, factory, mill 
and mine shut down, and depression fol- 
low'cd. 

l.at'NCir Wins Oid Contention 

It Is now generally conceded that labor 
v?as right i and the employer was wrong. 
High wages bring good times: low wages 
hard limefi. This ig not an Ill-timed and 
unfounded slatetneTit, but one e^epressed 
with due regard to Ihe fact, and to the 
reality. 

During the past few months, Ihrough 
stntomenig of large g^roups of employer in- 
terests, It has become apparent that a day 
of soumler sense and judgment has arrived. 

How long this reign of reason will con- 
tinue in Ihe lianks and counting rooms Is 
a question. It baa just arrived. It may he 
the result of fatter times. This, the work- 
ers know: that the new employer philosophy 
of wages has not stood the strain of a de- 
presgton. Though optimigm Is generally the 
Wfitchword in tmsiness in 1026, I here is 
noticeable a note of warning emerging from 
the publicity halls of Big Business. Jon^ 
uary finds them not so optimistjc about 1026 
prosperity as December. 

It is worth while to review the recorded . 
assertions of retailers, bankers, and econo- 
mists cm this subject of wages in their re- 
lation to prosperity. 

Probably the most direct and incisive ut- 
terance comes from the National City Bank 
of New York, an instilution that stands al 
the very inner circle of Wall Street. “All 
plans for increasing production necessarily 
contemplate a corresponding increase of 
consuinption, and the only way that con- 
sumption can he obtained is through a con- 
stant incTease in the buying power of the 
masses. Broadly speaking, everything pro- 
duced in all the industries must be sold 
back to Iho people engaged in the Indui- 


A constant increase in the buy- 
ing power of the masses is the 
only path to prosperity in this 
country. This has been organ- 
ized labor’s contention for several 
generations^ without successful 
dental on the part of employers. 
Now bankers, economists, and re- 
tailers are beginning to see that 
if goods are to be taken off the 
shelves the workers must have a 
wage that will move them* One 
objective In labor’s age-old strug- 
gle seems nearly won* 


Iries, for there is fio other way of dispos- 
ing of the output. Questions may be raised 
as to the relalive distribution between pro- 
prietors and employees, but the proprietors 
are not running ihcir works on the iheory 
that they are selling their pruducls to each 
other. They are all striving for the broad- 
est posglblc market, and ihal can be had 
only through the purchasing power of the 
masses.

produclion.* It is the basic principle of 
Ihe existing order of society. It is in line 
with nil e:<periefice.” 

The National Association of Credit Men, 
hardly a labor organrjsatlon, chimes in wHb 
a almlhir utterance. “.A good standard of 
living ahould be maintained, nnd ran be 
done only by a fair wage/* 

Probably the most sweeping support of 
lahor*s old contention that high wages are 
necessary comes from William Trufont 
Koster and Waddtll ra*chinga in their re- 
cent book. “Profits.*^ Foster is an econo- 
mist. director of the Poliak Foundalion, a 
research instilution. Catehtngs is a former 
Wall Slreet business man, member of the 
brokerage fim of Goldman. Sacks & Com- 
pany. He is director in several large cor- 
porations. The following excerpts make 
clear their stand on wages: 

“Theoretically, both the volume of money 
and the volume of goods can increase defi- 
nitely, without a change in the price level, 
if the Increase on the consumption tide Is 
rightly proporfioned and rightly timed to 
the increase on the production side*" * " * 

Need Money to Buy Goods Bark 

“We work hard ftbe workers say) to 
pile our shelves full of highly desired corn- 
modi lies: and then have to stop working 
because we do not know bow to lake these 
things off Ihe shelves and enjoy them* 
Though producing much less than our labor 
and capital under more favorable condi- 
tions might easily produce, we do not dis- 
Iribute to advantage even what we succeed 
in producing. We so involve ourselves at 
limes that — mcredible as It seems at first 
thought — we should actually benefit by giv- 
ing the goods away, by sending them abroad 
to people who cannot pay for them, or even 
by burning them up.” * * • 

Foster and Catebings go on to assert; 

“Warebousoa crowded with cotton, wool, 
leather, lumberi copper, chemicals — weallh 
beyond ihe dreams of former gene rat tons. 
Factories and machines, extenalve, efficient, 
unparalleled. Millions of idle workers 
ready to do their part. A hundred million 
of our own people eager to enjoy the multi- 
farious things that these idle men, by the 
use of these idle machines, would gladly 
make, and in this age of scienlific wizardry, 
could readily make out of these surplus ma- 
terials. Yel month after month, sustained 
business depression. Machines, material, 
money, men—all in superabundance^ — and no 
immediate means of bringing them Into 
productive relations with each other/* * * * 

So much for the declarations* But labor 
knows that labor struggles are not won on 
paper Whether the changed wage theory 
of employers will stand when business is 
not so good will mark the real test. Yet 
labor ii glad to record that employers, 
bankers and their associates are seeing the 
lighl, on this question, at least* 
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A. T. & T.— A Corporation Without a Conscii 


T IIK Ameri(?»n Telephone Arid TeleirrAph 
Compnny, which haa become a by-word 
in America for tmslillcation. U under 
nre in Coni^resg, Hepresenlative Emanuoi 
Celler, New York, has introduced a bill de* 
mandlnir a congressional investigation of 
the finantfa] and business practices of this 
siieged monopoly. 

The occasion for ihii resolution in a 
string of court cases rtp aching from New 
England sooth to the District of Columbia, 
brought against an indignant public al- 
ready suffering under the lash of kiting 
telephone rates. The A. T. A T., consbienl 
with the policy of grab and greed, has re- 
strained by federal court Injunction eight 
Mates from regnlating telephone rates. 
This leaves both the federal and state gov- 
emments powerless — and does more to un- 
dermine respect for orderly government 
than a universe of conscientious objectors. 

Cio%-omor Fuller, of Massachusetts, has 
seen fit to refer to the aituntion as “fraught 
with dangers to the public welfare." The 
city of Boston is engaged In a fight be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to prevent a rise in telephone rates In that 
city and throughout New England. It was 
this cate that brought Max Silverman, who 
it assistant corporation counsel of Boston* 
to charge that the A. T. A T. is trying to 
form a radio trust to control the air. 


The American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company (aa known 
to the public), or Mother Bell (as 
known to Electrical Workers), is 
meeting with stiff er opposition 
from municipal and State govern- 
ments* Even the Federal govern- 
rnent is beginning to wince under 
the irregular practices of this gi- 
gantic trust* Electrical Workers 
have observed that trusts unfair 
to labor are generally unfair to 
the public; the A* T* & T* is no 
exception*

Colossal Proats lu 1925 

As the telephone crowd goes on cheer* 
fully raising rates, and hog-tying the pub- 
lic, they go on piling up colossal profits* 
The last report of the rnterstate Commerce 
Commission indicates that the A. T. A T. 
made, during the first 1(1 months of 1025* 
not fi per cent* not 9 per cent* and not 15 
per eeni, but 25 per cent on Iti huge hold- 
ings. 

The fight starting in New England has a 
degree of ap prop Hate ness, for ft was in 
New England that the telephone industry 
began in 187S, It began ns the New Eng- 
land Telephone Company with on original 
investment of only $50*(HH): the mounting 
miHlons ilnce shown as capital list Ion have 
come largely out of the pockets of Invest- 
ors, and from the underpaid workers in the 
fndti«tr>% kepi on low wages by n system 
of company untonfsui equivalent to a pol- 
icy of malidouR coercion, Indeed, the his- 
tory of the telephone business since 1S78 
is a record of a corporation without a pub- 
lic conscience* Its attitude toward its em- 
ployees, as well as fts altitude toward the 
public, is a record of cool, deliberate, stud- 
H'd mulcting. Though tho telephone In- 
dustry Is a public utility, the A. T. A T. 
has by hook or crook sought to free itaelf 
from any responsibility to the public. The 
federal injuncHoTiB against tho eight state 
governments is not the only case In polnt- 
II so happens that the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company became the 
paten I company of a score or more re- 
gional systems primarily to escape the re- 
straining public utility Jaws of Massachu- 
Bdis. Here ts the story. In July of 1878, 
after the incorporation of the first tolo- 
phone company, the New En^and Telephone 
Company, the Boll Telephone Company be- 
came a legal entity. In March, 1879, an- 
other company, with a capIleHration of 
1850,000* appeared as the National Bell 
Telephone Company. This did husrnesa on 
a national scale until 1880, when it was 
superseded l>y the Amencan Bell Telephone 
Company, with a capitalization of SIO,* 
000 , 000 . 


The state of MassachuseUs had on its 
books laws forbidding public utility cor- 
poraliona from re-lncorporating, and in- 
creasing their cnpHalixanon, by issuing new 
stocJt to themselves at par. In 1880. the 
stock of the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany was selling approsimatety at $190. 
The directors of the American Bell Tele- 
phone Company could not see how thev 
could make money by Igaulng stock to 
themselves at this high figure, so they 
slipped over in New York state, where the 
Ameriran Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany had been incorporated in 1885, and 
t^usferred their pitock to themselves, by 
giving each indivIdunJ owner of each $100 
share of stock in the American Bell two 
$100 shares of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company's stock. The slate of 
New York had no such scruples as the 
Mate of Miasachusctis about allownng slock 
issues to stockholders at par. Thus the 
American Bell Telephone Company passed 
out of existence. 

The above is no Isolated inalance. In 
tho early nineties several Independent tele- 
phone companies iHed to compete with the 
young monopoly. The People^s Telephone 
Company tried to operate in New York City, 
but found itself unexpectedly cut off from 
the us# of subways. Lairr investigaMon 
brought out the startling fact that the Em- 
pire City Subway Company* controlled by 
the A. T. tfe T. had exclusive control of 
the subways, and had refused permission 
to its competitors. 

Indeed the early intent of the Bell Tele- 
phone group is clearly to form and ope rale 
a monopoly, stifling all competition, and 
striking off all governmental regulation. In 
a report made In 1883, the American Bell 
Telephone Company asserts that connection 
of many towns, causing Inter-communica- 
tion over large to rrJ lories, make it desir- 
able to bring as large an area as possible 
under one nmnagement.

188!i. Irf-siUly (he Western Electric li a 
sepnrMo entity, and being a irinnufarlHrlnir 
nno fiscnl RKcnt docs not come under tho 
laws controlling public utililies. il oper- 
n!es on a percentage basis for services per- 
formed for It by the presenl company, and 
Its profits* concealed as they are, may 
greatly exceed those usually considered 
legifjmate for a public utility In make. If 
they exceed the 25 per cent made by the 
parent company In 1925, they roach huge 
propoHioui. 

A review of the finances of the Western 
Elec! He as made by J. W. Stehman in his 
book, “The Financial History of the Amer- 
ican Tclophone and Telcgntph Company." 
la INuminafIng* 

“The Western Elect He Company, lnc„ 
must be mentioned* along with tho oper- 
ating companies, In a consideration of tho 
American Company's investments. This 
company has frequently been referred to 
In these pages as the manufacturing com- 
pany of the Bell System, At the end of 
1922 It had outstanding 500*090 shares of 
non par common stock. This is carried on 
ilB hooks at $74,031326. Of this common 
Slock 150,009 shares were issued as bonus 
when the old company was reorgaTiised Into 
the present company. Pf the remainder 
20l)*0fi0 shares wore soid to stockholders 
during 1029 at 180 and 150,000 at 100* As 
a consequence* a part of the amount of this 
account must be considered as surplus. It 
had out standing 124,679300 of preferred 
stock and no funded debt. The company 
carries no surplus account other than its 
non-par stock account. It had In 1022 a 
reserve for contingencies of $4,018*010, 
Business of this nature is subject to more 
unrerlainty and fluctuation than is tho case 
with the telephone operating companies* 
and the Western Electric seems to have 
made adequate provisions for emergeneles. 

Up to 1910, the common stock paid eight per 
cent dividends* regularly* in addition to 
some extra ones. In that year payment 
was Increased to ten per cent and remained 
at that rate until the company was reor- 
ganised, in 1915. With this reorganization 
the previously existing common slock be- 
came six per cent preferred, and new com- 
mon slock was issued. The new common 
paid $4.00 per share, December 31* 1915* 
$8.00 per share during 1916 and 1917, re- 
spectively: and $10 since that dale. Tho 
securilles of this corporatmn have been 
and probably will continue to be well-paying 
in vestments,"

Pampered Child AIhu Rich 

Then there is tho notorious exarnple of 
the Western Electric* child and beneficiary 
of the. telephcmo system. This manufactur- 
ing corporation, founded in Cleveland In 
1809, and moved to Chicago in 1871, is tho 
sole manufacturing and purchasing agent 
of the telephone system. It has been owned 


The Western Electric also is found a con- 
venient instrument for forming a “patent 
pool," No telephone company can uso any 
new device except that released from Ihe 
shops of tho Western Electric* For all the 
public knows scores of now devices for per- 
fecting service and saving lime nnd money 
hnvo died unualural deaths in the labora- 
loHes of the Western Electric. 

One of rho pleasant schemes which the 
A. T. & T* has discovered for kiting rnles 
and swelling profits is padding deprecia- 
Uon charges on Its books. The opernting 
coni panics — 'the subsidiaries— it ia estimated 
charge olT 15 to 20 per cent of thu opernt ^ 
leg charges for depreciation. But I hose 
inspired telephone hookkeopors arc not con- 
lent With a mere depreciation of 15 Ui 29 
per cent— v?hen normal depreciation on ma- 
le Hal equipment should be from U to 7 
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per ceiitt they do more; they ni^intain a 
mninteiiarice fund. On swilf-hhoanU or 
oUicv physical property^ thereiore, they 
charge off annual dopreclatioTi* and ai the 
i.nme time make a charge for matnienance ^ 
dupUcaie chargeis— *'or v/hich telephone 
l*!?crB must pay. 

But the amusing thing about this prae- 
tlce^ ns brought out in the brief of the city 
of Boston^ is that u^hen the telephone eotn-' 
pany is applying for increases m rales, de- 
preciation is charged off on a much lower 
basis, sometimeB as low as W per cent, 

The American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company spreads like a network over tho 
United States, and reaches into Canada. 

The capital stocki bonds and notes pay^ 
able of the Bell System, outstanding at the 
close of the year 1924 were $l,S4fl ,1170 ,777, 
a truly staggering sum. Its 
interests include telegraphy, 
foreign cables, and radio. It 
has been the most successful 
public utility corporolion in 
escaping public regulation, 

I t s fast-and-loose tactics 
with labor, service uscra, and 
[he public have tbun far been 
successful. 

The following are the 
charges brought by Repre- 
sentative Celler: The Ameri- 
can Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, through its 
various interlocking director- 
ates and subsidiary com- 
panies, Is in monopolistic 
control of communication by 
telephone, telegraph, and ra- 
dio in the United States; by 
its direct aasociation wiHi 
large bankljig iiiterestB it 
has been ever supplied with 
nulTieicnt capital lo carry into 
effect its monopoly to the 
Utter exclusion of all com- 
petitors in telephone, tele- 
graph, and radio aciivitips. 

By virtue of its tremendous 
power it has been enabled to 
secure the hlgbesf. rales and 
charges for Its service. 

Despite the vastly increaRed 
business, and the greatly 
nxigmented numbers of its 
subscribers throughout the 
coiinlry to the various serv- 
ices rendered by ll, it Is con- 
stantly applying for in- 
creased rates, although com- 
mon economics prescribe that 
increased business goes band 
in hand with decreased 
rn*eH. Tt has now, through 
its subsidiary compaiiy, the 
New York Telephono Com- 
pany, applied to the United 
States District Court for the 
Southern Diatrict of New 
York for «fi uii waiiaiiteij 
and unusual surcharge of 35 
per centum within the con- 
fines of New York City, and 
18 per centum elsewhere in 
New York State. The said 
New York Telephone Com- 
pany has previously and con- 
siatently enjoyed increases 
in rates^ and has noi'. ibnrehy 
with its Increaaed business 
given either better Rcrvice or 
decreased rates. 

Many subsidiaries of the 
AmerjL-iifi To1t!|ihotie anil 
Telegraph Company, to wit: 

The New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Conjpany; the 


Chesapeake and Potomac Company; the 
Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company: the Illinois Bell Telephone 

Company; the Ohio Bell Telephone Com- 
pany; the Wisconsin Telpphono Com- 
pany; the Southern Telephone Company; 
the NoHhweslern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company; the Southwoslern Bell 
Telephone Company: Ihe Pacific Telephone 
and Telcgrupb Comjiaiiy; despite universal 
increase in business have likewise had con- 
sistently increases of rales withoul giving 
the subscriber belter service. 

In the development of the monopolistic 
power of the said American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, and its subsidiaries, it 
has dlsregarde^l I he ordinary et’onomlcs 
I hat arc pracliced in competitive buaincss, 
and resuHlng in gross inefltcienry and un- 


due inereaaes in cost of operation, all of 
which are sought to bo placed upon the con- 
sumers Uirough the proposed increases in 
rales. The said American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, in its ownership of 
basic patents and radio appliances and 
broadcasting apparatus, are virtually in 
control of broadcasting 1h rough the ether. 
By virtue of that control, have refused to 
permit competitors to broadcast for profit, 
advertising of any nature and! description. 
The ttaid American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, through its various sta- 
tions throughout the country, has been 
grossly guilty of broadcasting disguised 
advertising, for profit, a privilege which is 
denied all newspapers and publications. 

It is in control of the Western Electric 
Company and other subsidiaries from whom 
it purchases its dial systems 
and other apparatus, and 
thereby pays high and ^ces- 
sive prices to the said West- 
ern ElcoiTte Company, and 
other companies, and charges 
the cost to the public, and 
then draws ihc profits from 
the said W'esiern Electric 
Company, and other com- 
panies, without giving the 
public the benefit of such 
profits. 

The said American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Com- 
pany hag been enabled, with- 
in the last year, to float mil- 
lions of dollars’ w*orth of 
its aecuriiico without the 
public having any intimation 
as to the exact method and 
cost of floating of these 
iasues. 

The tulephcme, the tele- 
graph, and the radio are pub- 
lic utilities, necessary to the 
very life and prosperity of 
the Nation, 

There are no proper fed- 
eral regulatory statutes con- 
cerning interstate mainte- 
nance and operation of the 
said American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company: to 

the emi that suitable atatules 
might bo devised, recom- 
mended, and passed.

M odern society » with here and there 
a of intelltgence; la seeking 

some sort of an adjust ment between 
capilal and lahoTi between employer and 
employed* The ago-oM attitude of each 
toward the other has been antagonism, ac- 
cording to some- \ think it more correct 
to apeak of the attUode of the employer 
as one of exploitation, conscious or uncon- 
scious. and of the employed, the dull an- 
tagonism of despair and defense less ness. 
Capital's slogan might well be — 

"Some for the glories of this world; and 
aomo 

Sigh for the Prophet's Paradise to come; 
Ah, take the Cash, and lot the Credit go, 
Nor lioed the rumble of the distant Drum.'^ 

and labor's condition of mind might cor- 
respond to Ecdea, 2, 11: 

"Then f looked on ail the works that my 
hands had wrought, and on the labor that 
1 had labored to do; and behold, all was 
vanity and vexation of spirit, and there 
was no profit under the sun," 

The two points of view here sot forth 
arc as wide apart us the astronomical 
theories of Ptolymaeus and Kepler, and yet 
the tt’orld is beginning to feel I hut its in- 
dustrial well-being is aomew'hat dependent 
on narrowing the divergence bet ween them. 

It Is always well in discussing a problem 
of great complexity to endeavor !o stale 
the prohlem* A problem well stated is a 
problem half solved* 

Accepted General Principles Stated 

Tn the beginning let us set down a few 
axioms: 

(1) Industrial society today is extremely 
complex and highly organised* 

(2) The interdependence of individuals and 
of peoples throughout the world in se- 
curttig I he goods desired has become 
increasingly close. 

(3) The demand for greater production is 
becoming universaL 

(4) The productive units of society have 
become massed in order to meel the 
ever-increasing demands' of society 
itself, 

(51 There is a high degree of specializa- 
tion and Btandardization of the ma- 
terials, processes and agents of pro- 
duction* 

(6) The present industrial order is a 
highly commercialized one. 

(7) The present industrial order is a highly 
competitive one, 

(8) The present industrial order is n highly 
capitalized one. 

(91 Absentee ownership and control of in- 
dustry has grown with the ever-ex- 
panding and increasingly complex sys- 
tem of conducting industry. 

(10) The lack of proprielary interest among 
the masses of workers is a matter of 
the greatest significance. 

(11) There is a notable division of the ac- 
tive parties in industry into the two 
great groups of employers and em- 
ployed. 

The foregoing eleven axioms represent in 
a rough way the oulstonding fenlures of 
otir present-day industrial society. We may 
find fault with our industrial society, the

dcvolopmcot of which niakcs these axioms 
possible, hu1 wc canaot dodge the responsi- 
bility which reals upon us for oiling the 
whotdH of this industrial nmehinc upon 
which the present generation, and perhaps 
niiiny still to come, must depend. Wc must 
make the best endeavor possible Lo scrape 
off the barnacles of Iraditional methods of 
thought respecting the employmenl of 
labor and to see clearly, to think with 
imagination and lo bo order our ways as 
to afford each member of tlh* industrial 
organism the maximum of life according 
In his ability for assimilation. Exploita- 
tion of labor must bo abandoned bernuse it 
ia uneconomical. Soldiering on I he job 
must be abandoned because it is uneconomi- 
cal Craftsmanship in its best sense must 
be the goal for the laboring man because 
through it he makes his largest contribu- 
tion to the general productivity of the in- 
dustrial scheme.

It ought not to he necessary to prove 
that willing and sympathetic co-operation 
between employer and employee will make 
a contribution toward lessening the com- 
plexify referred lo in our fir si axiom. liu( 
if proof be required one need only to re- 
member that every encounter between em* 
pi oyer and employee reeulta cither in In- 
creased labor turnover or dlssatlefactlon of 
the emptoyed or both, and both results 
add to the Gomploxity* 

The second axiom of interdependence 
calls for close co-operation because inter 
dependence becomes a shadow' if co-opera- 
lion is absent. 

The third axiom, the demand for greater 
production, requires close and still closer 
co-opcralion if the demand Is to bo satis^* 
fled. The same Is even more true of the 
fourth. 

Specialization, the subject of the frflh 
axiom, is of the very essence of co-opera- 
lion because the work of many is required 
fur a single unit of production* 

The demand for co-operation between 
capital and labor, as a conciiisioti from 
Ihe aixth ami seventh axioms, may not be 
quite as obvious unless we arc willing to 
grant that the preaonl highly commercml- 
izi-d and compctilive industrial order is de- 
sirable and will continue. 

The eighth axiom, referring to a highly 
capitalized industrial order, implies co-op- 
cralion of capital and consen'ation of capi- 
tal implies co-operation with labor. 

The ninth and tenth axioms, negative in 
form, seem to imply a more or less com- 
plete absence of co-operation. 

The eleventh axiom brings us to the real 
meat of the discussion' the marked divi- 
sion of the active parties in industry* 

It Is a fair conclusion from these axioms, 
repreaenting as they do the state of the 
industrial order, that the key to the solu- 
tion lies In a willing and sympathetic co- 
opcrallon* la there an open sesame to co- 
opcralion? To the clear-sighted there is. 
Its achievement lies in the future. 

The xvorker demands economic independ- 
ence, a conataiitiy rialng standard of living. 
Through centuries of struggle he has come 
lo perceive hifl economic value, a value en- 
hanced or at least more clearly perceived 
through collective action. The employer 
resists the workers' demand. Through cen- 
turies of struggle, from the building of 
the medieval lowna, to the modern evolu- 
iion of the industrial order, I he employer 
has come to look upon industrial processes 
as his own peculiar domain* Both em- 
ployer and employee* in their opposite 
points of view, have been developing natur- 
ally, though perhaps unoonsciously* toward 
an cvoluUon In industry which will more 
and more depend, through sheer economic 
necessity, upon a more intelligent interde- 
pendence; an interdependence which will 
increasingly amount to a sympathetic co- 
operation. Emotionalism applied to the so- 
l 'll Ion of labor problems accomplishes 1*t- 
!le. Clear perceoiion of the trend of mod- 
ern currents of thought concerning !he 
ever-mcreasing economic pressure on the 
individual must guide the struggle between 
capital and labor and mu si surely point 
the way from a struggle for group advan- 
tage to the more infelligcnl at niggle for 
industrial co-operation. Capital is hoarded 
labor and labor Is capital. Capital com- 
petes with capital and labor with labor and 
the result is severe economic pressure* But

T he trttdc! with ih** 

statc^nietit that there U a Beienre of 
electricity which forma the basia for 
the practice of the etcctricnl art. This on* 
cJerlyiTijt acierice is the result of n careful 
itsscmbly of certain related phcnomeoa which 
are eslled electrical, toother with their com- 
parison and interpretation. This interpre- 
tation is in reality un analysis of the causes 
of the phenomena and explanations of the 
laws that govern their man i festal I an. This 
science like all other sciences has Us begin- 
ning in the early history of iHe human race, 
and those beginnings were often crude if 
not fantaaUc« As soon ae the human Intel- 
lect began to week for an explanation of the 
material universe in which he lived, he was 
confronted with what appeared to him a 
lawless manifestation of a god^a wrath. Not 
that the god who hurled thunderbolts at 
humans was lawless, but the human saw no 
relaiion between cause and effect and so he 
assumed that some shortcoming of man pro- 
voked the god whose displeasure was made 
inatiifesi in tho lightning's Hash and in the 
thunder's roar. Such explanations of the 
mnnifeatations of electricity cannot be called 
seienUhe for they lacked the power of 
prophecy. That Is to say, no one was able 
to foretell what condition would provoke an- 
other exhibition of wrath nor was there any 
known relation between the sin of man and 
the magnitude of the retribution; and after 
all thefto hundreds of years the science of 
lightning is ilill to be written. The very 
magnitude of the phenomenon precluded Its 
scientific study. 

Electrical mnnifcstailons had to be pro- 
<luced on u much smuller scale if the science 
of electricity was to develop. 

Every school boy now can easily perform 
the simple experiments which were performed 
by Dr. William Gilbert, an English physicist 
and physician to Queen Elisaboth, some three 
hundred and twenty- five years ago. Dr. Gib 
Ijcrt discovered that if a piece of amber be 
rubbed with silk or fur it will acquire the 
peculiar properly of first attracting hnd after 
contact repelling email bits of paper. Be- 
cause this property was acquired by amber, 
Greek **»jkeicTpoe/' I*atin “elcctrum,” it was 
said to be electrified and the entity that gave 
it the property was called electricity.

charged or electrified glass rod. we wilt ac- 
quire »ome knowledge of the behavior of 
electric charges in general, and the develop- 
ment of electric forces. For instance, if a 
glasa rod be rubbed with fur and then be 
suspended in a Btirnip as shown in Fig. 1. 
and another similarly electrified glass rod 
be hroughl near. It will be found that a 
force of repulsion exists between the two 
rods. The rubbing of the two rods has de- 
veloped something w'hich causes this foree. 
Why the glass rod, or the ebonite rod, de- 
velops this peculiar property is not known 
any more than the reason why some persona 
have light hair and others have dark hair. 
It seems to be one of the fundamental facts 
of nature. 

Another early discovered phenomenon was 
that this stale of elec trifl cation could not 
be produced on a piece of metal so long as 
the metal was held In the bare hand, but If 
the metal rod had a glass or silk covered 
hall tile it could likewise be eieetrifled. From 
Ihene simple experiments it ivas deduced 
that this thing called electricity would flow 
along a piece of metal, but not along glass. 
Hence the division of materia] bodies into 
conductors and noti-conductorA. 

As the magnitude of the forces set free 
by the lightning's discharge precluded any 
ex perl men ta wi th such discharges, miniature 
lightning discharges were produced by a 
continuous rubbing of a glass disk or cylin- 
der on one side and discharged to conduciors 
on the other aide. These conductors were 
usually separated by glass in the form of a 
fruit Jar, and wore called Leyden Jars. 
These simple Leyden Jar® have now become 
the condensera of rndio and power circuits. 

The charges accumulated in these Jars 
were small enough so that experimenta could 
he made with them and their properties could 
be studied. The fundamentals of the science 
of electricity are found in the phenomena 
discLofied when we comb our hair with a 
rubber comb on a dry cold day, or when on 
a cold day wc shufHe our feet over a w'oot 
carpet and then touch a radiator. When this 
Is done we experience the same sensation 
Henjamtn Franklin expcHenced with his fa- 
mous kite experiment. That U, we get a 
small lightning discharge. 

Many different explanations have been 
proposed for this manifestation of electririiy, 
but no sooner was one proposed than its 
inadequacy w'ould be manifest and another 
w^ouid take its place. Most of these attempts 
to explain electridty were based on the as- 
Kumption that matter was the fundamental 
entity and it was felt that if It could be 
shown that electricity was some combination 
of the elements an answer to the conundrum 
*‘What is eleelridty ?** would be given. This 
attempt, however, failed completely. Since 
It seemed impossible to explain electricity in 


termc of oxygen, hydrogen or any combina- 
lion Oi the dementii It occurred lo some 
genius to attempt to explain mutter In terms 
of electricity. That Is to say, inslcKtl of as- 
smning that carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, etc., 
to be Hfmple amt invisible elements, the as- 
sumption was made that these elements are 
but dilTerent manifestations of the funda- 
mental entity electricity, and out of this 
disposition to look at the other side of the 
question has resulted the wonderful develop- 
ment in X-rays, radio, and Other applica- 
tions of vacuum tubes. According to the 
modern theory of electricity, the spark from 
one's fmger to the rmflnior, the discharge 
of the Leyden jar and th^ lightning itself 
IS nothing but a stream of electrons. The 
current that lights the lamp, or that melts 
the cauldron of iron, the iron i I self, are all 
streams of electrons or different combi nations 
of electrons. These electrons are supposed 
to be in perpinuat motion. A group of elec- 
trons meets another group of electrons and 
there results a beautiful flower or a beauti- 
ful girl. A group In the form of lead meets 
another group in the form of a soldier on tho 
battlefleld and the second group dissolves 
Into other groups and the phuntaamogoric 
dance goes on. FhanUsmogoric It may acem 
and yet how real! 

Looking at the Mighty Electron 

What is this electron which has so revolu- 
tionixed our mode of life as well as our mode 
of thought? 

it seems that the two reaiities of science 
are electrons and energy, and that electrons 
arc rnorely diaereet particles of electricity 
anti that energy is always asaoefated with 
their movements. Hut more of this later. 
All electrons arc alike no matter from what 
element they are derived, fn size they are 
about 1/2000 of the hydrogen atom. This 
dimension converted into inches would be 
so small as to have no meaning. Keeping 
firmly in mind that electricity is granular 
and not fluid and that the smallest particle 
of electricily is the electron we are in posi- 
tion to explain what lakes place when wo

A GOVEBNMENT represontative has been 
fluoted as stating that the annual 
loss to the American people through 
investments in worth less stocks or ao-calJeti 
securities is more th|in two bUUoti dollars. 
This figure is so stupendous, it almost 
preciudes belief. HoweveTt there la not 
much doubt it closely ropresenls the ap- 
proximuic mnuuiit. 

The methods used by promoters, high’ 
pressure stock salesmen, land agents, and 
other slJck-tongued, nimble- minded Bwind’ 
lera are so numerous and ingenious that 
vntumes of space would be ref|ulreii to cata- 
logue them. So only ijrief at tempi can be 
made in this article to outline one or two 
of Ihe nmlliludoH of schemes employed to 
imluce the thrifty lo part company with 
their hard and well-earned savings. 

f)il Well Fakes IHscredited 

Oil well promotions were once a popular 
meanH lo the swdndiers* profitable end. 
IJowover, I his trick has lost pcipulurity. 
Too many dupes survive who recall wilh 
regret their experience. The oil game has 
been so overplayed thal very few can be 
induced to bite. Pronuiters and stock 
swindlers now concentrate rm the promotion 
of so-called commercial schemoa such 
chain stores, hotels, clubs, theatres, sehoois, 
universities, dnaneial inveslment companies, 
pftien* rights,, etc., covering all conceivable 
things, which usually exist only in the im- 
agination of the promoter. 

The sale of stock in worthless and imag- 
inary enterprises is largely possible be- 
cause of the elemenl of cupidity which is 
one of man’s many qualities. This pnrlicu- 
lar qua lily, unscrupulous promoters and 
salesmen know and the extent they capi- 
trtliKC their knowledge is nexl to unbelicv- 
ahte. The ingenuity of promoters scema 
without limit. The more spurious thu 
scheme* the more ingenuily employeti, A 
method of recent origin will be briefly 
explttined. 

I.niest Gilded Scheme Uncovered 

A group of promoters of what was 
chiimeii to he. a commercial etatcrpiiHu 
adopted the invest me nt service burenu 
method of disarming their victims of sus- 
picion. The first step was to send lo the 
intended victims a prospectus outlining Ihe 
enterprise in most glowing terms. It H 
hardly necessary to mention that all proE«- 
pectus literature glows brighter than a 
harvest moon. Prospectus No, 1 was fol* 
lowed by Prospectus No. 2 to those '"who 
neglected opportunity^’’ and to Ibosc w'ho 
fuilod to avail themselves of ’'a life-Ume 
chance” after receiving Prospect us No* 2, 
a pamphlet was sent from the **tm'^estmcn1 
Service Bureau. ” The pamphlet was full 
of explanations of the pitfalls in tbi* path 
of in vest ora. Prospective Investors were 
warned against investing without consult- 
ing the "Bureau” w-hose Eorvices were ren- 
dered without charge. ** hai ProspectuH 
No* t and No. 2 did not accomplish the 
"Service Bureau” did. 

Victims would write asking for informa- 
tion about the c-nterprise concerning which 
they had recently been circularised. The 
"Bureau” would reply: "Proposition in de- 
velopment stage; may have possibilities* 
We advise against investment at this time* 
Will keep you Infor^ned as to fulurc of 
concern.” A few weeks would pass. Th*- 
"Bureau” would send "client" another re- 
port: "Enterprise making progresa. Appar- 


Advice is easy to give and hard 
to take* But this piece is so re- 
lated to your pocket book that we 
hope ‘Mt takes2^ This is written 
by a close associate of electrical 
workers, who also knows the in- 
vestment held. 


ently, capable men nuinuging its jitfairs, 
Further iniormat ion lalcr," After i\n ap- 
propriate lapse of time ^^‘llcivt” received 
another rcporl from "Bureau:” "Enterpriso 
fully developed. Without question good in« 
veslment. Stork will go up shorlly. Rec- 
ommend you invest at once." Usually, Ihe 
"clients" lost no lime in investing, but did 
lose Ihe in veal meat. 

It ia nol infrequcnl that prospective in- 
vestors are induced iiy someone they know 
quite well to make wry unwise invest- 
ments. In such cases* it mny be misapplied 
Hympathy prompt ed by deniro to help a 
salesman* misplaced confidence, or just 
plain money-hungry cupidity that influ- 
ences the victim "to go ih." Nevertheless, 
it matters little what may have been the 
influence* The loss is jusi as painful*

A special edition of hUO 
copies was struck off at the request of Sec- 
ret a r>‘ BufrniaxeL Other locals have a^ked 
for copies. The measure is sponsored by 
the American Ta>grion, 

President Green expect* to appear per- 
sonally against the bill when hearings start- 
Tbe vicious features of the bill are: No 
provlainn for conscription of capitnl; irivos 
swecplnir powers to the president; it en- 
ables him to draft men tn peace time to 
both the army and induatrial shops. 

Secretary Bugniazet announces that **it 
IS not loo late to wire your congreaiiman*’ 
to vote agalfiit the bill. 

Railway Act Called Sound 

Anolher bill which is attracting widespread 
attention is the new Railway Labor Ad. 
described as a "bill to provide for the 
prompt disposition of disputes between car- 
riers and tbdr employees/* II is a substi- 
tute for the Howell-Barklcy hill* and has 
the support of both I ho union and the 
companies. 

Outstanding featuros of this bill are: 
First, that every effort shall bo made to 
make and mainlain agreements. 

Second, any and all disputes shall Iw 
first considered in conforence between the 
partiei directly interested. 

Third, there is a requirement that adjust- 
ment hoards shall be estahlished by agree- 
mcnis which shall be either between an 
individual carrier and its employees nr re- 
gional or national. 

Workers* rights are safeguarded in I he 
following paragraph;

The Labor Conscription 
Bill IS meeting with stem oppo- 
sition. Railway Act ushers in 
co-operation. 


In Inwa. "where the tail corn grow^,'* in 
fndiann and Illinois, in tht> Htntos of I be 
corn belt, the winds that ruitlo the bleucheil 
stalks in the fields carry murmur* of db- 
content. There are hint» that the farmers 
have about reached the limit of I heir |m- 
tieuce. And there are predictions of open 
revolt againal the Ropubliean party unices 
some real effort is made by the govi*rnfnent 
to atahilize prices of farm products. 

There hew been agricultural conferences 
al Des Mpines. Iowa, where the leaders 
and representatives of the farmer have 
brought many n grievance into the light. 
FarmcrH have been finding out something 
about their own condition. 

"Farmers are unable to sell corn for 
more than 8R per cent of produeUon costs/’ 
Representative L. J. Dickinson, of lowu, de- 
clared recently. Ho is planning to intro- 


duce a bill to create a federal commission 
til market aurplus. This is said to be ii 
reslatemont of Inst yepr'a McNary-Haugen 
bill. There are other bills offering ways 
to take care of the crop surpluses that 
deproNH (he farmer’s gains, 

IV hat this amounts to. of course. Is gnv- 
emment aid to fix prices. But, the farmers 
may reasonahly ask, what el*e i« the tariff? 

In the meanlime there are indicatiiuis of 
poiiiicul action to comi*. Norman Hapgofid. 
noted writer and publicist, declares that he 
sees the beginnings of a movcTiient to in- 
duce the Democrats in lyifh and the Pru- 
grossive Hepuhlicans to form a eoalillon 
on the PrcKldeney. Ilapgood is boosting 
vigiirously for a farmers* alliance in the 
corn belt. Ue citea Lowdrn, of I Hi noli, and 
Kenyon, of Imva, as likely candidatei in 
a F^ariiier-Democratic coalition, if— and it 
is a very large if— the factions in the 
Democratic party could be pi-rsuaded to 
agree to such a program* And there is 
anolher if in Hapgood*s program, which has 
to do with the farmers* habit of voting the 
Republican Ucke| through weal or woe. 
But there undoubtedly Is much discon- 
tent. well-founded discontent, with the 
farmer's return on his tabor and his in* 
vest menu EconomiaU are searching ac- 
tively for a remedy, and in the search they 
mny uncover some sort of n program on 
which they may unite for act ion.

The newest Ihing in uniariH now H the 
formed in N^ew York reeentty 
when virttiiiily all representative play^ 
w*righl< in the roontry banded together to 
prdleel their interests against the man- 
Hgerji, largely rn the matter of “movie" 
rights to their plays. Their demands will 
he enforced by a boycott by iiiembers of 
the association of managers ivho refuse to 
enter a fair basic agreement. 

Motion picture rights, according to a 
resolution adopted, shait be *Vonservcd 
through provisions for an open competitive 
market." and “the title to the play and the 
control thereof so far as any ngh1« are 
concerned, except those for regulation pro- 
duction on the spoken stage, must be left 
In the hands of the author, with proper 
.safeguards to the manager's rights/* 

Film rights are divided fifty-fifty be- 
tween the manager of the play and its 
authom according to the standard present 
contract, and it is understood that the as- 
sociation wiH not atceiiipt lu alter this 
basis. The dramatist!^ wish primarily to 


estsbifsh that the rights to a play belong 
to the man who wrote tl rather than to the 
man who produces it.

PLAIN TALKS BY THE 

*'i hear thnl u. Pennsylvania bride has 
pone into her husband's trade and is poinp 
lo be A lineman/' remarked Lola to me the 
other day, *‘She’s to pood already that 
she's replaced a man worker." 

"She'd better look out or she’ll find her- 
self in her husbande job while he slays 
home and does the cookinp/’ I said. "Of 
course, I helieve that women ouphl to bo 
able to po into any trade they want to, 
but n woman lineman really seems about 
the limit." 

"Well, this pirl doesn't seem to think 
so/* Lola continued. "She's poinp lo have 
a rloable income and hire somebody to do 
the cookinpT She says she got tired of 
doing nothing, so now she goes to work 
alongside of her husband." 

"When she has a couple of children to 
lake care of and a house, she won't think 
she's doing nothing. That's what she ought 
to be doing, instead of taking a man's 
pay away from him." 

"Now, give the poor girl a chancel" said 
Lola. "She was living in a hotel, so of 
course she didn't have anything to do. Why 
shouldn't she go to work and make a little 
money? I know lots of girls who feel the 
same way. They don't want to marry be- 
cause the fellows they know are only mak- 
ing a little more than the girls are getting. 
If they marry they'll have to get along on 
half an income unless they keep on work- 
ing. How are you going lo have a house 
and n family on what those young fellows 
are making? They can'! all be union elec- 
tricians, you know!" 

"But look here, Lola — one of the reasons 
those young fellows are getting so little 
in their pay envetopea is because the girls 
are their competitors. Ever since the war 
was over there seem to hove been more 
poople than jobs, and every year, in spite 
of what they soy about prosperily, there 
seem !o he more people and less jobs. 
Women arc the greatest little open shoppers 
in the world. And how are men going to 
keep the wage scale up when the employers 
can always find women who are willing to 
work for less? ! don't blame the men 
when they say that women, and particularty 
married women, ought lo stay home." 

"Now, listen, old dear," Lola replied good- 
naturedly, "in lots of eases, if they stayed 
home there'd be nothing to ea| !n the 
house. No girl can fool me into thinking 
she is working just for the fun of it. I 
know plenty of them who not only support 
themselves bu! help support their parents, 
or help to keep thoir little brothers and 
sisters in school. And the married ones — 
well, I don't blame them so much. How 
ta a young couple going to get ahead when 
what the man makes is barely enough to 
scrape along on? 

"Suppose the wife is ambitious — she 
wants to get ahead. She wants to save 
money — ^buy a home — get something laid 
up for the future. The only way she 
can think of to do this is to go back to 
the job she held before she married. It 
isn't easy — ^because I Here are lots of house- 
hold taiks she has to do on the side — it*s

hard work, and it tnkos plenty of deter- 
mination on I he part of any woman who 
tackles it." 

"Of course that's true, but what I'm try- 
ing to bring out is the fact that it's bad 
for everybody to have these women running 
around and selling their tabor so cheaply, 
it's hard on the women, because they are 
bound to be ey pi oiled. They have to work 
the longest hours el the lowest scale except 
where there are iaws lo protect them. And 
when union labor establishes an 8-hour day 
and a fair wage, the prcflence of these un- 
organized women js a real danger." 

"But what can I he women do about it?” 
asked Lola. "When they have to work, 
they just have to take whatever hours and 
pay they can get. What can they do to 
better their condition?" 

"Well, why don't they organize the way 
the men do?" I asked. 

"I knew you wore going to say that!" 
Lola exclaimed. "If you just knew how 
hard it is lo get women organized and keep 
them in the union! They hate to admit, 
even to themselves, that they're members of 
‘the working class' although they're only 
getting $12 for the longest week (he boss 
can get out of them.” 

"Of course il'a hard work, Lola, but I 
believe that's what la coming. Now this 
girl you were telling about, who worked 
as a lineman, maybe she could go into her 
husband's union. There are Iota of unions 
that arc giad to take in women members in 
their trade. And (here are unions pri- 
marily for wnmen^ — -like your stenographers, 
and the telephone operators. It's Imrd to 
get things started, because most women 
haven't been working very many years, and 
they're apl to believe that they can get 
ahead by their own cfTorts. 

"They're beginning lo realize that they 
can't do it that way — they're finding out, 
as the men did, that the only way they 
can get their employers to give them shorter 
hours and decent wages is (o ask for them 
as a group. TbeyVe beginning to find 
that for their own protection they've got 
to unionize.” 

"What about the minimum wage laws 
and the hour laws and so forth ?" Lola 
asked. 

"They're all right, but every now and 
(hen you read in the paper about the su- 
preme court ruling out Home law or other 
as unconstitutional." 

"You certainly are strong for unions, 
aren't you!" Lola cried. 

“Yes, and so are you, and that's another 
reason why we're going to have to organize 
an auxiliary," I replied. "We'Ve got to 
keep talking it up, we wives of union men, 
and when we all know about it and think 
about it and talk about it, some of our 
women friends who are working on this 
‘Amerfeon plan* will begin to get wise to 
what a good, strong, progressive trade union 
could do for Ibem."

Women are Bread Winners 

What are women ivorkers doing with the 
money they earn? Is it spent for their 
own support, used for pin money* or are 
they helping to bear the family burden 
and contributing to the support of others? 

This question is the subject of a study 
made by students in the economics course 
at Bryn Mawr summer school, under the 
direction of Prof. Amy Hughes, published 
recently by the Women’s Bureau of the 
U. S. Department of Labor. 

Women workers, 101 of theiUy between the 
ages of 21 and 36, made a study of them- 
selves. Scholarships had made it possible 
for them to leave their work for eight 
weeks of study. From 19 Stales they came 
— the industrial states of the North and 
East^ the Pacific Coast* the South Atlantic 
States. Only eight had married and these 
had continued at their jobs. They were 
workers in the great women-employing in- 
dustries of the country — lextile workers* 
garment workers, miliinery, shoe and tele- 
phone workers. 

Nearly a fifth of these 'women were the 
sole supporters of one* two* or even three 
other persons — usually the old parents* who 
would become increasingly dependent upon 
the care of their unmarried daughters. 

The large majority lived at home* some- 
times with married brothers or sisters* and 
all except one of Ihese contributed to the 
support of the household. Of the whole 
group of 161* 33 gave amounts between $5 
and $15 per week* 21 gave between $15 
and $25* and eight gave amounts varying 
from $25 to $40 a week. Eleven, women 
not living at home wore among those pay- 
ing into the family purse out of their own 
earnings.

The prep- 
aration of the weld involves Hulhcient scarf- 
ing and separation of the weld shanks so 
that the entire surface is accessible to the 
opera tor vviih a minimum amount of lilling 
required. 

Metal Deposit 

The flow of metal from a wire electrode 
aerui^ the arc to the surface of the fused 
members la (Uatinctivc of meUdlic-electrode 
are welding. The phenomena of metal trans- 
port, niuat be of fundamental importance 
in the deferminution of the weld and circuit 
charaeterialics. 

The conversion of eledriciil to thermal 
energy is a well-known chanietcristiv of the 
arc. The coneontrution of this energy at 
the terminal of the wdre electrode causes 
an intermUtent flow of metal across the arc 
stream. Careful examination of the per- 
formance of a variety of bare electrode 
wires indicHtes that metal transfer may be 
acconiplished in part by: 

1, Vaporbafion ond condensation of elec- 
trode materinh 

2, h^xpulRion of vaimrited and liquilied 
metal due to forceB of molecular attracUon, 
gravity, surfa^^e tension, adhesion, cohesion. 

While all three of these means are avail- 
able for the deposition of metah it can be 
concluded that under good welding conditions 
at least 85 per cent of the deposited metal is 
transmitted in liquid form through the action 
of mqlecular forces. 

Welding Terms Simph Defined 

The following terms are used most fre- 
quentiy in arc welding, 

FREE DiSTANUE— The amount that iho 
joint sections are separated before welding. 

OVERLAP- — The area of deposited metal 
that is not fused to the parent metal, 

PARENT METAL — The original metal of 
the joint sections, 

PENETRATION— The depth to which the 
parent metal Is melted by the arc — gauged 
by the depth of I he arc crater. 

RECESSION— The distance betw'een the 
Driginal scarf line and the average depth of 
penetration parallel to thia line obtained iit 
the completed wdd, 

RE-ENTRANT ANGLE— The angle be- 
tween the original surface of the parent 
metal and the overlapping un fused deposit 
edge. 

SCARF^ — ►The chamfered surface of a joint, 

TACK— A Bhort depoidt from onc-hnlf an 
inch to 2 inches long, which serves to hold 
sect ions of a joint in place. 

WEAVING — A Memi-circulnr motion of the 
arc term trial to E.he right anri left of the 
dirccilon of deposition, which servea to in- 
crease the width of the deposit, decrease 
overlap and assist in slag flotation. 


WELT—Thi! material expanding beyond 
the surface of the weld shanks to reinforce 
the weld.

elpctric current may be used in one part 
of a circuit to produce mechanical mation 
as in II motor; in another part of the circuit 
to produce electrolytic action ub in an elec- 
tro-plating vut; in another part to produce 
light as in an electric lamp. In any part 
of the circuit where it is doing no one of 
these things^ all the energy consumed goes 
into producing heat. It even produces heat 
in the portion of the dreult where It la also 
producing aome other form of energy. .A 
motor never gives out in mechanical energy 
all that it receives in the form of electrical 
energy. Borne of the electrical energy is 
turned into heat energy. This heat is pro-- 
duced in overcoming the eleeirical resist-^ 
anco. Just ns heivt is produced in a machine 
in overcoming mechanical fricHnn, 

It is safe to say that in any part of an 
elbctric circuit where there is no transforma- 
tion to other forms of energy, the whole of 


the electrical energy consumed is turned into 
heat. Thus in line wires ail the electric 
energy consumed In forcing a current 
through them goes into heat. 

The resistance of an electric circuit is 
similar to the friction of a machine. Jusi 
as the power m»cd to overcome the resist- 
ance of the wire appearu in the heat gener- 
ated in the wire, so the power used to over- 
come the friction of u bearing appears in 
the heat generated in the bearing. The me- 
chanical engineer strivtis reduce the 
amount of power w^asted In heat by reduc- 
ing the frirtion of the bearings. The elec- 
trical engineer may reduce the power wasted 
in heat by reducing the resistance of the 
wire used to transmit a given current. In 
designing electric niachinory, a groat deal 
of care is given to provide sufliclent surface 
for radiation so that the heat generated 
may not cause an exceaaivo rise in tempera- 
ture. 

Power ia brought to the Lronsformer by 
one set of terminals and delivered by the 
transformer through another set. But a 
transformer never delivers all the power 
brought to it. Some of It la used up inaide 
the transformer. Since there is no mechanic 
cal motion of the porta of the transformer, 
all the energy used up in it must be turned 
into heat. Unless special precauUons are 
taken in design to get rid of this heat pro- 
duced, the transformer will be ruined by 
the high temperature to which parts of it 
will rise. Oil circulates through these pipes 
and carries off the he^t generated in the 
core and windings. 

The following example shows how this 
power lost in Heat may bo computed. 

Type E.xample. If the transformer re- 
ceives lOfl kilowatts and delivers 98*6 kilo* 
watts, how much power is used in heating 
the transformer? 

100 — 98.5 = 1.5 kilowatts 1,600 watts, 

Eteetrieal Equivafent o/ //suL Since elec- 
trical energy can be transformed Into heat 
energy as well as into mechanical energy^ 
electrical units of energy can be reduced to 
heat units of energy as wsU as to meebani 
cal. The common unit of heat energy is 
the British thermal unit, generally abbrevi- 
ated B* t, u. The small or laboratory unit 
of heat is the calorie. 

One British thermal unit is the heat neces- 
sary to raise one pound of water one degree 
Fahrenheit* Thus to raise 5 pounds of water 
S degrees requires 5 X 8 or 40 B. t, u. 

One calorie is the quantity of heat neces- 
sary to raise one gram of water 1“C, One 
B, t, u, equals 252 calories. 

Type example, llow much heat Is re- 
quired to heat 300 pounda of water from 
60" to 200^ F,? 

Solution, 

Water must be raised 200*’ — - 60 = 140^, 
To raise I pound water 1® requires 1 B.t. u. 
To raise 300 pounds water 1® requires 300 x 
1 = 300 B. t. u. 

To raise 300 pounds water 140* requires 300 
X 14Q = 42,000 B, t, u,

Our Local seems to be holding its own 
despite the big tayolf, and one beauty of 
it is we have such a large field to draw 
from* such as the Southern California Edi- 
son Company and the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Company, both big powerful cor- 
porations, and only a smalt per cent organ- 
ized. Can't say how the employment situ- 
ation is with them* as I haven't talked to 
any of their employees for some time. They 
are not working on any new projects, and 
the Edison Company is completing ita Big 
Creek job, so I really don't know what 
their next big job is. Will tty to acquaint 
myself along this line and give you a full 
account next month. 

Our attendance is quit© good, considering, 
and will say that is one of the things that 
keeps up the enthusiasm in the Local. A 
short time ago our intentions were to put 
a high-powered business agent In the field, 
one that would compare favorably with some 
of the real estate agents In and around Los 
Angeles (We believe them to be on a par 
with those down in Florida), The slump 
hit us and as yet we haven't made a choice. 

The several oil companies in our territory 
seem to be doing a great deal of work, but 
they do it with a very smalt force of elec- 
trkal workerB, and a good per cent of It is 
contract work done by curbstone contractors, 
which makes it bard on legitimate contrac- 
tors as well as on our members. 

Will have to rush, so as to get this In be- 
fore closing time*

The following must he of some inlereat to 
a goodly number of the brothers who wdll 
no doubt wonder, after so many months, 
how come that L. U* TP hiia at last found 
the lost address of our ofllcial JoiUKAt.* 

While there are several of the regular 
attendants who know what is going on at 
our regular meetings, it seems a pity that 
it should seem so nece^sfiry to send n leUer 
to the rest of them through the WonKKR* 
Would mention now to those brothers who 
have noticed the advertiaement in the Elec* 
trical World, which is not a labor sheet, 
that there are al! kinds of work in and 
around Syrneuse, Y*, and they are ask- 
ing for linemen. 

You also notice that it does not specify 
union linemen. When union linemen are 
wame<l you will get due notice in your own 
official JOVKNAI^ If the employing company 
wanted union linemen, past amiable rcla- 
lions should have prompted ihem, at leasts 
to have made some inquiry of some of cuir 
local re p rose ma lives aa to whether or not 
we would be able to furnish them with the 
necessary competent men. That, of course, 
was omitted nnd not overlooked, ami for 
no other reason than that of creating nn 
opening in our organisation for the entering 
of the wedge — contractors who fit perfectly 
into the employing company's scheme to 
break up the union, notwlthstandlrig state- 
ments to the contrary. And those question- 
able contractors, chosen for and by them- 
Eelves. have by past observations been con- 
ceded iimong the most selfish, money- hungry, 
petty emptoyers — to serve as tools for the 
establishment of the open shop, 

Wliat does it all mean? Just this much; 
The determined application of methods to 
force the open shop here — the great Ameri' 
can competitive plan, of dog eat dog. by 
way of sub*contract by the employing com- 
panies, who have chosen well in the selec- 
tiem of employees to be of such good servicQ 
in the promotion of this destructive propo- 
sition. 

This also fncludes the determinatton to 
break up the union, which In the minds of 
the employing company doesn't mean any- 
thing any more, st least that Is the state- 
ment made to one of our newly-made mem- 
bers. The significance of that statement is 
apparenl, and seems lo bear proof. You 
will notice that you arc being driven out 
at the drop of the hammer, almost irrespec- 
tive of weather conditions, and if you don't 
start out, the contTacling rigs will, and 
as is the game, show' somebody up. What 
does the coiUractor care ahout yon, although 
he carries a union card just like your own? 
But that doesn't mean anything to him. He 
has been selected by himself and for his 
own selfish motives, to get hts, by taking 
it out of 5^oor hide. You don't mean any- 
thing to him outside of whnt he can squeeze 
out of you. He wants his commissions. 
Don't get the idea that the contract proposi- 
tion has been inaugurated for your benefit, 
nor that the employing company is inihucd 
with the spirit of generosity. If that w-ere 
the case everybody wo til d be enjoying better 
wages generally. 


According to information from one of the 
supposed contractors (one who seemed lo 
enjoy making personal visits to company 
officials), the basic rate of wages will posi- 
tively not be changed. Why then should 
a chosen few- be favored writh the big money? 
That must he philanthropy I Time alone 

wilT h'li, anti W'hen that time comes there 
can be no alibi. These agreements were en- 
tered into with eyes wide open, hut bBnd 
to ^he Lreachery mefuded along with the 
coi'eted inducement— money. You. Mr. Con- 
tractor, are making the conditions for your- 
self, now as In the future. You may suc- 
ceed in finally making the conditions which 
the employing company Is paying so dearly 
to create, hut you along wkh w'hnt renialns 
of the outfit will work for so much ihe 
hour, and you can rest ass-ired you will 
have to show so much work for that same 
sixty minutes, else you can move along. 

Bear in mind that tho employing com- 
pany Kns, according to public announcement, 
joined with the great New England Power 
corporation, which Is but a unit of the 
giant power corporation W'hkh in the near 
future wiil have the entire country wlihln 
Its *Vurrenf' grasp, and you can bet that 
their wage rntes will be universal, and much 
lower than nt present, Whnt do you sup- 
pose alt these youngsters and new* men are 
being hired for, to help our organixatlon ? 
Certainly not. They are being schooleii U^f 
the purpose of replacements; in other word* 
the employing company intend? to make 
linemen and cahlemen if they can. There 
are several on the payroll who are nbovc 
the age limit, and cu«‘t last always, hut 
there arc a host of manufactured rnen to 
take the places of any, or all for that mat- 
ter, who might drop off one way or another. 

It huB been a source of purprise to note 
how those brothers who for many years 
have obitgnled themselves to the union and 
the principle of collective bargaining, and 
carried a card in evidence thereof, submitted 
themselves unhesitatingly to the principle of 
individual barter, and tmblusbingty continue 
to hold that card, whicH stand? for unity 
and co-operation, nor sham and fraud. In- 
surance benefit is the answer ihere. One 
contracting meniher. nt least, had the de- 
cency to take n withdraw'al card: c^reiUt 
migbl Im! extended for that. You can't he 
fair with other people w*hen you won't he 
fair with yourself: you cannot play both 
ends against the middle and expect lasting 
results. 

Once nguin let us quote: “Time will tell/' 
It appeara right now as if the emploi*ing 
company were inviting trouble. At present 
there is nn undercurrent of diocontent, and 
inward rebeUion smouldering and who can 
tell what breeze might fan to flame? Toler- 
ance and patience are w'onderful and com- 
mendable virtues that are too often abused 
by violation of confidences. Brothers, don't 
consider you are reading the rabid outburst 
of pent-up ideas, for your own faculty of 
perfective should verify these statement b. 

Brother?, attention is agftin called to the 
matter of benefit insurance. Some of you 
have never made out an insurance appli- 
cation; some of you ne%'er Ka%*e had a policy. 
How about it? How' many of you know 
just bow you stand wUh your tnffurance 
benefits? Uo your beneficiaries know you 
are keeping them protected? Look this up 
and be sure your dependetit? are being pro- 
tected to the fullest extent of tho benefit 
insurance policy. Come up and ask the 
secretary. 

On account of Yulctidc hoUdays dur iin« 
nual t'lec‘lons were held in January and 
while wc feei that we have a competent ?et 
of new officers we wish to mention the re- 
gretted change in the presidential chair.

Vo doubt every other city of largo *ite 
ha* beer* confronted with I be same tralllc 
problem*, and 1 understand that many of 
them havc» adopted thi.s same system and 
have found It io be u success in every detaiL 
The standard illuminated signals of ihn?« 
color* will be used Gn>en imlicating “go,*' 
red for “stop" rnd amber for “cautioii." 
.All north ami Houth Btreet* .show rvfi and 
all east and weal street.-^ green. The amber 
light «hows on all signal * at once, this 
period of lime is to allow the intersec- 
tion to hr cleared of alt triiff!c* and ap- 
proarbitig traffic Is not ^mppcised to move 
until the signal is changed (o "go." 

The signal* are so const rucU^l as In 
operate successfully through the ^levcrest 
alurms. The lensva are arranged with a 
hood to prevent sun refiecfioii or any bad 
elTects of rain or snow. The controller 
equipment ti built to enable the regula- 
tion of the nyntom to operate on a time 
variation ranging from two second* to two 
minute* in any or ail directions. 

AVe* of No. 212. wHcome the near iiotutiim 
tn traffic prohlema in the henrt **t Firiry., 
but we hesitate to applaud the method 
which the former city officinltt used In 
handling the Installatimi, an the <mlin* 
equipment was sold mid installed by tliu 
Fnion Fa* and Electric f'onipnriy, who usi'd 
n crew conalsting mostly of common Inbor, 
with an occasional F. of V, “co-op," ua a 
scratch pad artUt or overseer. 

The dire nf‘fd of more rigid traffic reg- 
ulaUcin both here and elsewhere was ealled 
to our atlention recently through the 
iiHinihty rmhlie aniiouncement. made by 
the Nailrmat Safety rounclL For the iiene- 
fit of those who failed to note this report 
ivhich was a current news event, the fol- 
lowing is a imniat report:

Carroll EL Robb, statiatidan, in makinp^ 
this report, closes by statinir, **Contestinij 
by motorists for the right of way shows 
lade of sportsmanship.” 

1 am of the opinion, however, that this 
dangeroua practice will continue and pos- 
sibly increase, regardless of future public 
announcements of the above nature to the 
reckless motor ear driver.

They told 
how the merchants noticeil the fact that 
union men came in the store and called for 
an article and then would chooiie a scab arti- 
cle because it happened to be a few cenis 
rheaper.

An officer of one of the unions here 
in the Itopids came itt on his way homo 
from work and, stopping at the cigar coun- 
icr, picked a cigar from a box of w'ab cigars, 
jmld for it and walked out.

eigHfs, ni bet they w*ere just as good. 

I spoke to the druggist about It and he 
said, **]1ow's that for a union man?

that same brand of cigar. That box with 
the label is my own particular smoke, hut 
that non-union cigar is the one he wanls; 
no it's my business to sell ’em to 'em.''

A man w*ill buy his label overHlla or 
other clothes he w*ears on the job, whore the 
gang can see the label, but when it comes 
to good clothes or other things for tho home 
he never pays any attention to the label.

Science of Electricity 

( Conti Biied from page 60) 

rub a glass rod wllh silk or what electrifi- 
cation is in terms of the electron theory. 
For many years ihe natural segregation of 
elements into families or groups with similar 
properties was unexplainabte on the basis 
of known facts. The brilliant w*ork of Rir 
Joseph J, Thompson showed that if atoms of 
the elements consisted of negative and posi- 
tive elecJrons, the latter commonly called 
protons, then to form stable ton figurations 
these elec-rons must arrange themselves in 
certain dcfmhe ways. If the number of 
electrons is elf her increased or decreased a 
new arrangement, results and i^he element 
assumes or acquires new properties. 

Thus the number and arrangement of the 
electrons in an atom determine its prop- 
erties. While this iheory may no^ be true 
in detail it is an attempt to account for 
the periodic law in chemistry. It may be 
considered as proven that the a*oms consist 
of electrons and that these electrons can be 
dislodged by the action of heat, fric'ion, an 
electromotive force or radioactive substance. 

The details of rhe theories of ^he structure 
■of the atom cannot be expounded here. Suf- 
fice it to say that a positive charge of 
electricity is assumed to form the nucleus 
or center of the atom and that around this 
revolve the electrons, or negative partiekSi 
much in the same manner as the planets 
around the sun. 

Wi^h this as a basis ivc are in a position 
io give a modern explanation of the ex- 
periment that gave electricity its name, or 
bow the glass rod is electrified when rubbed 
wdth silk. During the process of rubbing 
some of the electrons that are loosely at- 
tached to their parent atoms are dislodged 
and become attached to other atoms. During 
this rearrangement the glass loses electrons 
to the silk. Consequently when the two are 
separated, the silk has more than its usual 
number end the glass has less so the in- 
fluence of the poaitive nucleuses predominates 
and the gla&a is left with a positive charge. 
Conversely, the silk with its excess of elec- 
trons is left with a negative charge. 

Perhaps a crude analogy vrill illustrate 
bow this happens. Suppose two ocean liners 
come together in mid ocean, an English liner 
and an American liner. Furthermore, sup- 
pose there is an equal number of men and 
women on each boat. If the captains permit 
free passage from one boat to the other for 
some time, and then each proceeds on its 
own way without warning, it is quite prob- 
able that the English boat would have an 
excess of men and the American boat an ex- 
cess of women. That the equality previously 
existing would be destroyed is certain. 

Made Way for X-Ray Discovery 

As there are not enough electrons left on 
the glass to neutraliste the influence of the 
positive nucleuse.s, the glass rod will at- 
tract the silk, and conversely wdil repel an- 
■other glass rod similarly charged, Fig. 1. 

Such are the reasonings of scientific men. 
They are forever attempting to find the 
answer to the questions why and how, and 
from their persistent questionings flow many 
practical results. 

When experimenting with streams of elec- 
trons in a highly evacuated tube Roentgen 
discovered that when they struck a metal 
plate a greenish secondary radiation was 
given off which would fog a photographic 
plate even if U were w-rapped in several 
thicknesses of black paper. This radiation 
is the Roentgen or X-rays which are of 


such great service in medicine and surgery. 
By their aid the dentist locates foci of in- 
fection t the surgeon discovera the location 
of foreign substances in I he body or the 
character of the fracture, and the physician 
studies the paihological condition of the or- 
gans and tissues. While one stream of elec- 
trons may bring dissolution to a soldier on 
the Assyrian frontier, another si ream either 
cauterizes the wound or locates the alien 
body, and the merry dance goes on.

Uut ho did not puuiie 
to uBcertuIn iho purtieular cause of that 
j^athering.

That nothing that 1 enn say will move you?'* 
"You arc to understand that if you are 
still there in two iitlnulea it will be ver>’ 
much the woJr&« fur yuu/* And M. de Lcs- 
digtil^res tinkled the silver hand-bell upon 
his table.

If they can't prevail In one 
way thcyTl prevail itt another,** The mnn 
was fiercflly emphatic, "They'll stop at noth* 
ing.

They arc daior mined 
to conduct ihose States of Brittany in thnir 
own woy. No interests but their own shall 
be considered.** 

Andr^-l.oula left him still talking, and 
clove hlmsalf a way through that human 
press. 

Ai I he staiue*s base he came upon a little 
cluster of aiudents about the body of the 
murderr'd lad, nil stricken with fear and 
helplcRNness. 

"You here, Moreau !’* said n voice, 
lie looked round to find himBelf con fronted 
by n .flight* swarthy man of UUlo more 
(ban thirty, firm of mouth and Impertinent 
of nose, who considered hlin with disap- 
proval. It was Ijv rhapelicr, ii lawyer of 
Rennes, ii prominent member of the Literary 
rhamher of that city, a forcofol man, fer- 
tile in revolutionary ideas and of an ex- 
ceptional gift of eloquence. 

“Ah, it is you, Chapelier! Why don*t you 
speak to them? Why don't you icU them 
what to do? Up with you. man!*' And 
he pointed lo the plinth. 

l.c I’hapolier's dark, restless eyes searched 
the other's impassjvc face for some trace 
of the irony he suspected. They wore as 
wide asunder aa the poles, these two, in their 
political views; and mistrusted as Andre- 
Louis was liy all his cuUeugues of the 
litentry ('hnmher of Hennas, he was by none 
mistrustnl so Iboroughly as by this vigorous 
republican.

“ritizens of Rennes, tbo motberland is tn 
danger! '* 

The affect was olectric. A stir ran, like 
ft ripple over wutcr, across that froth of 
upturned hu(ivan faces, nnd completest fliknee 
followed. Tn that great silence they looked 
at this sUm young man, haikss, long wisps 
of his black hnir fiuttcring in the breeste* 
hii neL-kclotlj in dtHurder* liia face white, bls 
eyes on fire* 

Atidr^-Louia felt a sudden surge of exalta- 
tion aa he realised by JnsHnet that at one 
grip he had SeUed that crowd, and that he 
held it fast in the spell of his cry and hli 
au due tty. 

Even Li' ChttpeUcr* (hough still clinging 
to his ankle, had ceased to tug. The re- 
former, though unshaken in his assumption 
of Andr^-Louis* In lent Iona, was for a 
moment bewildered by the first note of his 
appeal 

And then, slowly* impreiiaively, in a voice 
that travelled dear to the cndH of the square, 
the young lawyer of CavHIlac began to 
■peak* 

"Shuddering in horror of the vUe deed horn 
perpetrated, my voice demands to be henrd 
by you. You have seen murder done under 
your eyes — the murder of one who nobly, 
without any thought of self* gave voice to 
Ihe wrongs by which we are all oppressed. 
Fearing that voice, shunning the truth as 
foul things shun the light* our oppressors 
Bent their agents to silence him In death." 

Le Chapelier released at last hia hold of 
Andr6-Louis* ankle, staring up at him the 
while in sheer amaxenient, It seemed (hat 
the fellow was In earnest; serious for once; 
nnd for once on the right side. Whnt had 
come to him? 

"Of nssassina wdint shall you look for but 
assaisination? f have a tale to toll which 
will show that this is no new thing that 
you have witnefised hert* to-day; it wMl ro- 
voal to you the forces with which you have 
to deal. Yeaterduy . , . ” 

There was an InierrupHoti. A voice in the 
crowd, sfmie twenty paces, perhaps, was 
raised to shout ; 

"Yet another of them!" 
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Immediatdy after the voiee eame a pistot- 
ehotr and a bullet flattened itiielf aftalnst 
the bronxe fl^re juat behind Andr6~L<mi8. 

Iniiantly there wa» turmoil In the rrowdp 
most intcnfie about the spot whonco the shot 
had been tired. The asmiilnnt wan nrio of 
0 considerable ttroup of the o|>ponitlon, a 
group that found itself nt onee beset on 
every Bido, and hard put to H to defend 
him. 

From the foot of the plinth rnng the voice 
of the Students making chorus to Le 
Chapelter. who waa bidding Andre-Louis to 
seek shelter. 

•^rome down! Tome down at once! Theyll 
murder you as they murdered Rividre.” 
‘*I.et rhem!" He flung wide his arms in a 
gesture supremely theatrical, and laughed. 
^*1 stand here at their mercy. Let them, 
if they will, add mine to the blood that 
will presently rise up to choke them. I.et 
them assnsEiinote me. It is n fnido they 
understand. Hut until they do so, they 
ahall not prevent me from speaking to you, 
from telling you what is to he looked for 
in Ihem/* And again he laughed, not merely 
in exaltation os they supposed who watched 
him from below, but also in amusement. And 
his anjusement had two sources. One was 
to discover how glibly he uttered the phrases 
proper to whip up the emotion of a crowd r 
the other wai^ in the remembrance of how 
the crafty rardinat de Retx, for the purpose 
of indnming popular sympathy on his be- 
half, had been in the habit of hiring fel- 
lows to fire upon his carriagr. ilc was 
in just such case as that nrdi- politician. 
True, he had not hired the fellow to hre 
that pistol-shot: hut he was none the leas 
obliged to him, and ready to derive the 
fullest advantage from the act. 

The group that sought to protect that man 
was battling on, seeking to hew n way out 
of that angry, heaving press. 

“Ijot them go!” Andr^-Louia called down. 
“What matters one assassin more or less? 
T 4 ^t them go, and listen to me, my country- 
men!” 

And presently* when some measure of 
order was restored, he began his tale. In 
simple language now, yet with n vchcnience 
and directneas that drove home every point, 
he tore their hearts with the i*ory of yes*er- 
day's happenings at Guvrillae. He drew 
tears from them with the pathos of his 
picture of ihe bereaved widow Mabey and 
her ihrce starving, destitute children— "or- 
phaned to avenge the death of ii pheasant'' 
— and the bereaved mother of that M. de 
Vilmorin, a student of Rennes, known here 
to many of them* who had met his death 
tn a noble endeavor to champion the cause 
of an esurient member of their afHicted order. 

"The Marquis de Tour d'Aryr said of 
him that he had too dangerous a gift of 
eloquence. Tt was to silence his brave voico 
that he killed him. But he has failed of 
his object. For L poor Philippe de Vil- 
moHn*s friend* have assumed the mantle of 
his apostleship, and I apeak to you with 
his voice fo-day/' 

It was a statement that helped t4* Cha po- 
ller at last to understand, at least in part, 
this bewildering change in Andr£-Louis, 
which rendered him faithless lo Ihe side 
fhat employed him, 

"T am not here," continued Andrf-Louls, 
"merelv to demand at your hands vengeance 
upon Philippe de Vilmorin's murderers, T 
am here to tell you the things he would to- 
dav have told you Had he lived." 

So far a» least he was frank* But he 
did not add that they were things he did 
not himself believe, things that he accounted 
the cant by which an ambitious bourgeoisie 
— speaking through the mouths of the law- 
yers, who were its articulate part — sought 


to overthrow to its own advantage the pres- 
ent state of things. He left his audienco 
in the natural belief that the views he ex- 
pressed were lha views he hold. 

And now In a terrible voko, with an 
eloquence that nnuiKod himnerf, he denounced 
the ineriiu of (he royal justice where the 
great are the offenders. It was with bitter 
j^arcttBUi that he spoke of their King's lieu- 
tenant, M. do Losdigui6res. 

“Ho you wonder," In? asked them, "that 
M* do Leidigui^res should udminister the 
taw BO that il shall ever be fa^murable lo 
our great nobles? Would it be Just, would 
it be reasonable that ho should otherwise 
administer it?" 

He paused dramatically to let his sarcasm 
sink in* It had the effect of reawakening 
Le rhapelleris doubts, and checking his 
dawning conviction in Andr6-Louis' sincerity. 
Whilher was lu» going now? 

He was not left long In doubt, Proceod- 
ing, Andr^?‘Louis spoke ns be conceived that 
Philippe di? Vllnmrin would have spoken. 
He had so often argued with him, so often 
atfended the discussions of the Literary 
rhamher, that he had all the cant of the 
reformero — that was yet true in substance 
— ^at his fingers* ends. 

"Contider* after all, the composition of 
this France of ours, A million of its in- 
habitants are members of the privileged 
classes. They compose France* They are 
France, For surely you cannot suppose the 
remainder to be nnyiliing ihnl matters. It 
csTinot be pretended that twenty-four mil- 
lion souls are of any aceounL that Ihey 
can He repreKontative of this great nation* 
or that they can exist for any purpose 
hut that of servitude to the million elect," 

Bitter laughter shook I hem now, as he 
desired It should* 

“Seeing Iheir privileges In danger of in- 
vasion by these twenty-four mniiona-^moal- 
ty canniile; possibly created by God, it is 
true, but clearly so created to be the slaves 
of Privilege — does it surprise you that the 
dispensing of royal justice should be placed 
in the stout hands of these Lesdigulcres, 
men without brains to think or hearts to 
be touched? ronsider what it is that must 
be defended against the assault of us others 
—canaille, ronsider a few of these feudal 
rights that are in danger of being swept 
away should the Privileged yield even to 
the commands of their sovereign, and admit 
the Third Hstnte lo an equal vote with 
Ihemselvea* 

“What would become of that right of 
terrsge on the land, of pardere on the fruit- 
trees, of carpot on the vines? What of 
the corvf’es by which they command forced 
labour, of Iho ban de vendoge, which gives 
them the first vintage, Ihe banvin which 
enables (hem to control to their own advan* 
tage the sale of wine? What of ihcir right 
of grinding the last Hard of taxation out 
nf the people to mainlain their own opuleni 
ea*ote: Ihe cens, the lods-et-vcntes* which 
ab.<mrb a flf'h of the value of the land* 
the blaifife, which must be paid before herds 
can feed on communal lands, the pulverage 
to indemnify them for the dust raised on 
^heir roads by the herds that go to market, 
the sext^lage on everything offered for sale 
in the public mnrkets, fhe tftftlonnage* and 
all the rest? What of their rights over 
men and animnls for field labour, of ferries 
over rivers, and of bridges over streams* 
of sinking wells* of warren* of dovecot* and 
of fire* which Inal yields ihem a tax on every 
peasant hearth? What of their exclusive 
rights of fishing and of hunting, the viota- 
rion of which ti rankful ai almost a capital 
offence ? 

"And whal of other right*, unspeakable, 
abominable, over the Uvea and bodiea of 


their people* rights which* if rarely exercised* 
have never been rescinded. To this day if 
n noble returning from the hunt were to 
slay two of his serfs to bathe and refresh 
hli feet in their blood* ho could still claim 
In his bufllcient defence that it was iHa 
nbHolulo feudal right lo do so* 

"Itough-shod, these million Privileged rkW 
over the souls and bodies of twenty-four 
million contemptible canaille existing but for 
their own pleasure. Woe betide hint who so 
much MS raises his voice in protest in the 
name of humanity against an excess of thew 
already excessive abuses. I have told you 
of one remorselessly slain in cold blood for 
doing no more than that* Your own eyeB 
have witnessed the assassination of another 
here upon this plinth* of yet another over 
there by the cathedral works, and the nt- 
tempt upon my own life. 

"fkMween them and ihe Justice duo to 
them in such cases stand these Lesdigui6re», 
thosQ King's lieutenants; not instruments 
of justice, but walls erected for the shelter 
of Privilege and Abuse whenever it exceeds 
Its grotesquely excessive rights, 

“Do you wonder that they will not yield 
»n inch; that they will resist the election 
of a Third Estate with the voting power 
to sweep alt these privileges away, to com- 
pel the Privileged to submit themselves to 
just equality in the eyes of the t&w with 
the meanest of the canaille they trample 
underfoot, to provide that the money* nec- 
essary to save this state from the bank- 
ruptcy into which they have all but plunged 
U shall be raised by taxation to be borne 
by iKemselves in the same proportion m 
by 0 1 hers? 

"Sooner than yield to so much they pre- 
fer to resist e%*en tbs royal commamL" 

A phrnse occurred to him used yesterday 
by Vilmorin* a phrase to which he had re- 
fused to attach importance when uttered 
then* He used it now, "In doing this they 
are striking at the very foundations of the 
throne* TTtese fools do not perceive that 
if I hat throne falls over, it is they who stand 
nearest to it who will be crushed." 

A terrific roar acclaimed that statement. 
Tense and quivering with the excitement that 
wus flowing through him, and from him out 
into that great audience, he stood a mo- 
ment smiling ironically. Then he wmved them 
into silence, and saw by their ready obe- 
dience how completely he possessed them. For 
in the voice with which he spoke oneb 
now recognised the voice of himself* giving 
at last expression to the thought* that for 
montbs and year* had been inarticulately 
stirring in each simple mind. 

Presently he resumed, apeak^ntr more 
quietly. I hat ironic smile about the corner 
of hi* mouth growing more marked: 

"In taking my leave of M. de l*esdlgul^rea 
1 utive him wamimr oiil of a mige of natural 
history. 1 *old him that when the wolves* 
roaming singly through Ihe jungle, were 
wenry of being hunted by the tiger, they 
hundfHl ihemitelve* into packs, and went a- 
hunMng ihe tiger in Iheir turn. M. de 
T.estligui^res contemptuously nnav^ered Ihnl 
he did not understand me. But your wHs 
ore heller than hfs. You undenttand me, I 
think? Don't you?" 

Again n great ronr* mingled now with some 
npuroving laughter, was hia answer. He 
hn<l wrought them up to n pitch of danger* 
o'lF passion, and they were ripe for nnv 
vinlenre to which he urged them. If he had 
failed wJ^h the windmill, nt least he was now 
master of the wind. 

"To (he palais!" they shouted, waving 
their hands, brandishing cattes, and — here 
and there — even a sword. "To fhe Palafa! 
Down with M. de I*esdlgui6resf Death to the 
King's Lieutenant!” 
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He was maater isl the whid^ indeed^ His 
dangerous gift of oratory — a gift nowhere 
more powerful than in France since no- 
where else are men's e motions so quick to 
respond to the appeal of eioqucuue— had 
given Mtn this mastery. At his bidding 
now the gale urould sweep away the wind- 
mill against which he had dung himself in 
vain. But that, as he atrolghlforwurdly 
revealed was no part of his intent, 

*^Ah* wait I” he bade them, *'Ia this miser* 
able Insirument of a corrupt system worth 
the attention of your noble mdignalion ?’* 

He hoped his words would be reported to 
M. de Lesdiguidres, He thought it would 
be good for the soul of M. de Leadiguidres 
to hear the undiluted truth about himself 
for once. 

^‘It ia the system itself you must attack 
and overthrow; not a mere inslrument' — 
a miserable painted lath such as this. And 
precipitancy will spoil everythirtg. Above 
all, rny children, no violence!" 

My children! Could his godfather have 
heard him! 

"You have seen often already Ihe resull 
of premature violence elsewhere in Brittany, 
and you have heard of it elsewhere in 
France. Violence on your part will call for 
violence on theirs. They will welcome the 
chance to assert their mastery by a flrmer 
grip than herelofore. The military ■will be 
sent for. You will be faced by the bayonets 
uf merceiianes, Du not provoke that, I 
implore you. Do not put it into their power, 
do not afford them the pretext they would 
weleoniG to crush you down into the mud 
of your own blood." 

Out of the silence into which they had 
fallen anew broke now the cry of 

**What else, then? What else?” 

"I will tell you," he answered them. “The 
wealth and strength of Brittany lies in 
Mantes — a bourgeois city, one of the most 
prosperous in this realm, rendered so by the 
energy of the bourgeoisie and the toil of 
the people. It was in Nantes that this 
movement had its beginning, and as a result 
of It the King issued his order dissolving 
the States as now conatituted^an order 
which those who base their power on Priv- 
ilege and Abuse do not hesitate to thwart. 
Let Nantes be informed of the precise situa- 
tion, and let nothing be done here until 
Nantes shall have given us the leach She 
has the power — which we in Eennes have 
not— to make her will prevail, aa we have 
seen already. Let her exert that power once 
more, and until she does so do you keep 
the peace in Hennes. Thus shall you 
triumph. Thus shall the outrages Ihat are 
being perpetrated under your eyes bo fully 
uml finally avenged," 

As abruptly aa he bail leapt upon the 
piinfh did he now leap down from it. Ho 
had finished. He had said all — perhaps 
more than — that could have been said 

by the dead friend with whose voice he 
spoke. Bui it was not their will that he 
should thus extinguish himself. The thunder 
of their acclnmations rose dcafeningiy upon 
the air. He had played upon their emotions 
—each in turn — as a skilful harpist plays 
upon the strings of his instrument. And 
they were vibrant with the passions he had 
aroused, and the high note of hope on ivhich 
he had brought his symphony to a close. 

A dozicn students caught him as he leapt 
down, and swung him to their shoulders, 
where again he came within view of all the 
acclaiming crowd. 

The delicate Le Chapelier pressed along- 
side of him with flushed face and shining 
eyes. 

"My lad," he said to him, "you have kindled 
a fire to-day that will sweep the face of 
France in a blaze of liberty," And then 


to the studen t a he Uaued a sharp command. 
"To the Literary Chamber^ — at once, Wt 
must concert meaeurca upon the instant, a 
delegate must be dispatched to Nun tea forth* 
with, to convey to our frienda there the 
message of the people of Rennes," 


The crowd fell back, opening a lane 
through which the students bore the hero 
of the hour. Waving hia handa to them, 
he called upon them to disperse to their 
homes, and await there in patience what 
must follow very soon.

'*You have endured for centuries with a 
forlitude thut is a pattern to the world/* 
he flattered them. '"Endure a little Longer 
yet. The end, my friends, is well in sight 
at last/* 

They carried him out of the square and up 
the Rue Royale to an old house, one of the 
few old houses surviving in that city that 
had risen from its flahes, where in an upper 
chamber lighted by diamond-shaped panes 
of yellow glass the Literary Chamber usually 
held its meetings. Thither in his w-nke 
the members of that chamber came hurry- 
ing, summoned by the messages that Le 
Chapel ier had issued during their progress. 

Behind closed doors a flushed and excited 
group of some fifty men, the majority of 
whom were young, ardent, and afire with the 
illusion of liberty, hailed Andre-Louis as the 
strayed sheep who had relumed to the fold, 
and smothered him in congratalations and 
Ihanks- 

Then they settled down to delihorate upon 
immediate measures, w^hilat the doors below 
were kept by a guard of honour that had 
improvised itself from the masses. And 
very necessary was this. For no sooner 
had the Chamber assembled than the house 
was assailed by the gendarmerie of M. do 
Lesdigui&res, dispatched in haste to arrest 
the firebrand who was inciting the people 
of Rennes to sedition. The force consisted 
of fifty men. Five hundred ivould have 
been too few- The mob broke their carbines, 
broke some of their heads, and would in- 
deed have torn them into pieces had they 
not beaten a timely and w'oll-advised re- 
treat before a form of horseplay to which 
they were not at all accustomed. 

And whilst that was taking place in the 
street below, in the room abovestairs the 
eloquent Le Chapelier was addressing his 
col leagues of the Literary Chamber, Here, 
with no bullets to fear, and no one to report 
his words to the authorities, Le Chapclier 
could permit his oratory a full, un intimidated 
flow. And that considerable oratory was as 
direct and brutal as the man himself was 
delicate and elegant. 

He praised the vigor and the greatness 
of the speech they had heard from their 
colleague Moreau- Above all he praised iis 
wisdom. Moreau^s words had come as a 
surprise to them. Hitherto they had never 
known him as other than a bitter critic of 
their projects of reform and regenenuion; 
and quite lately I hey had heard not wi’h- 
nut misgivings, of his appointment us dele- 
gate fnr a nobleman in the States of Brit- 
tany. But they held the explanation of hig 
conversion. The murder of their dear col- 
league VUmorin bad produced this change. 
In that bruts.1 deed Moreau had beheld at 
last in true proportions the workings of that 
evii spirit which they were vowed to exorcise 
from France. And to-day he had proven 
himself the stoutest apostle among them 
of the new faith. He had pointed out to 
them the only sane and useful course- The 
illustration he had borrowed from natunil 
history was moat apt. Above all, let them 
pack like the wolves, and to ensure this 
uniformity of action in the people of all 
Brittany, let a delegate at once he sent 
to Nantes, which had already proved itself 
the real sent of Brittany’s power. Tt but 
remained to appoint that delegate, and Le 
rhapeller invited them to elect him. 

Andr^-Louis, on a bench near the window, 
a prey now to some measure of reaction, 
listened in bewilderment to that flood of 
eloquence. 

As the applause died down, he heard a 
voice exctaimlDg; 

"I propose to you that we appoint our 
leader here, Le Chapelier, to be that dele- 
gate.*' 


Le Chapelier reared his elegantly dressed 
head, which had been bowed in thought, and 
it was seen that hia countenance was pale. 
Nervously he fingered a gold spy-glass- 
*‘My friends/* he said, slowly, "I am deeply 
sensible of the honour that you do me. But 
in accepting it I should be usurping an 
honour that rightly belongs claowherc. Who 
could represent us better, who more deserv- 
ing to be our representative, to speak to 
our friends of Nantes with the voice of 
Rennes, than the champion who once already 
to-day has so incomparably given utterance 
to the voice of this great city? (*onfer this 
honour of being your spokesman where it 
belongs:-“Upon Andre-Louis Moreau.** 

Rising in responao to the storm of ap- 
plause that greeted the proposal, Andre- 
Louis bowed and forthwith yielded. 

*^Be it so” he said, simply. "It is per- 
haps fitting that I should curry out w^hat 
T have begun, though L too, am of the 
opinion that Le Chapelier would have been 
a worthier representative, T will set out 
to-night." 

"You will set out at once, my lad/* Le 
Chapelier informed him, and now revealed 
what an uncharitable mind might account 
the true source of his generosity. "It is 
not safe after what has happened for you 
to linger an hour in Rennes. And you must 
go secretly. Let none of you allow it to 
be known that he has gone. I would not 
have you come to harm over this, Andr^- 
Louifl, But you must see the risks you run, 
and if you are to be spared to help in Itiis 
work of salvation of our afflicted mother- 
land, you must use caution, move secretly, 
veil your Identity even. Or elso M. de 
Leadiguieres will have you laid by the heels, 
and it will be goodnight for you.”

Every Knock, A Boost 

' » 

Second of a Series of Little Talks on Organization 

This is a parable. 

A parable of a union man who gave up his union in order to eat 
of the stock bait, which the corporations spread for him. 

He bit. For 24 hours he imagined that he was a capitalist — a 
member of the firm. A year passed. Then his wages were cut and he 
drew a dividend. Seven dollars on a hundred-doltar share. He took 
out his pencil and made some figures. 


Dividends per share $7.00 

Wages cut 600.00 


And he cursed the bait which had lured him away from the only 
agency which had given him independence, collective bargaining and 
good wages — his union. 

The stock ownership bunco is slowly penetrating, not only the 
laborer's mind, but the public's. 

When corporations spread the stock ownership lure, by means of 
high-sounding and costiy advertising campaigns, they fail to tell the 
following facts; 

1. Ownership in industry is now divorced from control. A man, 
who owns a few shares of stock in a corporation, has no voice in its 
policies. The inside gang do the controlling. 

2. Indeed, a stockholder owns no property whatsoever, but owns 
merely a claim on earnings. A stockholder is not a property holder, 
but a speculator. If the corporation is well-managed, and there are 
earnings, he gets a dividend. If it is not, he is left holding the sack. 

3. Stock-sharing schemes — like customer ownership — have done 
nothing whatsoever toward solving the struggle between capital and 
labor. Indeed, they have only made it worse. Such schemes concen- 
trate industry into fewer and fewer bands, and these owners are 
absentee owners, who have no knowledge of or sympathy with labor, 
and no responsibility to anyone — not even the government. 

Remember that the only method which has been invented to aid workers 

in their fight for shorter hours, good wages, higher standard.-* 
of living, and self-respect is the independent, demo- 
cratically controlled labor union. 
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BELIEVE in materialism. I be- 
lieve in all the proceeds of a 
healthy materialism — good 
cooking, dry houses, dry feet, sewers, 
drain pipes, hot water, baths, electric 
lights, automobiles, good roads, bright 
streets, long vacations away from the 
village pump, new ideas, fast horses, 
' swift conversation, theatres, operas, 
orchestras, bands — / believe in them all 
for everybody. The man who dies with- 
out knowing these things may be as 
exquisite as a saint, and as rich as a 
poet; but it is in spite of, not because 
of his deprivation.
